REFORM RABBI 
LOSES POST AFTER 
ANTI-BIAS TALK

A Reform rabbi who was too observant and who siete out 
on the segregation issue from the pulpit on Rosh Hashana has 
had his contract terminated by a Southern temple, The POST and 


OPINION learned this week. 

RABBI JOEL DOBIN, 
pulpit of Temple Gemiluth Chas- 
sodim in Alexandria, La., last 
week, just five months after as- 
suming the spiritual leadership 
of the congregation. 

Rabbi Dobin had been assist- 
ant rabbi for three years to 
Rabbi Phil Bernstein of Temple 
Brith Kodesh, Rochester, N. Y., 
former president of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
(CCAR). 


A PROMINENT member of 
the Alexandria temple told The 
POST and OPINION: “Rabbi 
Dobin was just ‘too Jewish’ for 
the board of trustees.” The 
POST’S source said the rabbi 
kept a kosher home and wore a 
talit-type attachment on_ his 
gown at services. His position 
on Israel was unpopular, the 
local leader added. He said the 
rabbi was a pro-Zionist. 

“The real reasons for Rabbi 
Dobin’s dismissal were that he 
was too Jewish and that he took 
a stand against Faubus,”’ the 
temple member said. He asked 
The POST and -OPINION not to 
use his name because of business 
pressures. 

The member said: “The Fau- 
bus speech was what broke the 
camel’s_ back.” 

Rabbi Dobin refused to com- 
ment on the situation. 

He said: “I left the temple 
by mutual agreement.” Asked 
if he resigned or if he had 
wanted to leave, the rabbi said: 
“No, I didn’t resign.” 


HE SAID that in his Rosh 
Hashana sermon he said Gov. 
Faubus brought his trouble on 
himself and that President Ei- 
senhower had no choice but to 
act as he did. The rabbi said 
he offered no course of conduct 
to the congregation on segrega- 
tion. 

The POST and OPINION asked 
if the rabbi didn’t feel his posi- 
tion on segregation, or his 
speech, had contributed to the 





GERMANS THIRD 
ANTI-SEMITIC 


HANOVER, Germany 
(WNS)—One-third of West 
Germany’s populace is_ in- 
fected with anti-Semitism, 
Dr. Carl Cristoph Schweit- 
zer, a high German official,, 
disclosed recently.

“The board will hotly deny 
that the speech was the issue,” 
Rabbi Dobin said. “You can 
construe whatever you wish 
from that.” 

He added that he had had some 
differences of opinion with the 
board members. He said that he 
felt he had generally got along 
well with the congregation. “‘You 
can’t judge a congregation by 
its board,” the rabbi said. 

GEORGE GINSBERG, vice- 
president of the temple, told The 
POST and OPINION that: “The 
board didn’t ask the rabbi to re- 
sign. We simply told him that 
we didn’t feel we could recom- 
mend that his contract be re- 
newed. We told him that when 
it ended next May, the pulpit 
would be open. He was per- 
fectly welcome to stay until 
then.” 

Ginsberg denied that the segre- 
gation sermon had anything to 
do with Rabbi Dobin’s leaving. 
He said it was a “personality 
problem.” 

Ginsberg said the rabbi was 
“too Conservative.” He said: 
“We knew he would keep a 
kosher home when he came, 
That was. all right. 

“BUT WE DIDN'T think he 
had the right attitude. He did 
not suit our congregation’s needs, 
We didn’t think he was our 
type.” 

Ginsberg characterized his 
temple as “ultra-Reform.” He 
said that it was a charter mem- 
ber of the Union of American 
Hebrew congregations and was 
more than 100 years old. 

“It was an amicable settle- 
ment,” Ginsberg declared. 

He said Rabbi Dobin had told 
some members he was “fired.” 
“We called the rabbi in and 
took him to task for that,” Gins- 
berg said. 

ONE OF THE congregation 
members told The POST and 
OPINION that “even those who 
were opposed to Rabbi Dobin’s 
views admitted it was the best 
Sunday school we ever had.” 

He added that the temple “had 
a record of not treating its 
rabbis too well.” There are 250 
Jewish families in Alexandria, 
a city of about 50,000. Most of 
the Jews belong to the Reform 
temple. There is an Orthodox 
shul in town, and a number of 
families belong to both. 

Rabbi Dobin, who is married 
and has two children, does not 
have another pulpit yet. He 
told The POST and OPINION: 
“The shocking thing is that they 
knew my views when they hired 
me. I moved my family down 
there and now five months later 
I’ve had to uproot them again.” 
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NO PLACE FOR YIDDISH IN 
ISRAEL, FAMED WRITER TOLD 


TEL AVIV (NJP)—“THERE IS NO PLACE for Yiddish 
in Israel, not because we hate the language, but because our 
language is Hebrew,” Meir Mohar, well-known Israeli writer 
and prominent Mapai leader, warned Yiddish-American poet 
H. Leivik, who has decided to continue his Yiddish writing in 
Israel. 

Mohar’s statement was published in the weekly “Hapoel 
Hatzair,” Mapai political review. Israeli Premier Ben-Gurion 
had welcomed Leivak warmly and praised his work, when 
Leivak visited Israel recently. 

USE OF YIDDISH in Israel, the article continued, con- 
stitutes a “treacherous act’ since those who use it in effect 
“worship other gods, among them the god of the German 
language.” “If there still is a part of the Jewish people 
which speaks Yiddish, it is because they think they still live 
in Warsaw or in Lemburg. But these towns are not ours...,” 
he added.

‘Home’ for Children Is Just That 


By CARL ALPERT 

DENVER, Colo.—One ef my 
daughter’s best friends in Haifa 
is 15-year-old Ada Bavacs, a 
pleasant, good-natured girl who 
used to spend a good deal of 
‘time at our Mount Carmel! home. 
Occasionally 
Ada would 
stay over- 
night, and the 
girls leoked 
forward to 
those ocea- 
sions, ‘as girls 
always do. But 
the stay was 
not always a 

Alpert happy one. 
Ada suffered from an acute case 
of asthma, and we would fre- 
quently be alarmed as we would 
hear her wheezing and gasping 
for breath, as if her life were 
at stake. Aside from the physi- 
cai pain which the girl suffered, 
she was also embarrassed by 
these attacks when they oc- 
curred in public, and she began 
to withdraw into a shell. 

Ir WAS TRAGIC to watch 
this personable, good-looking 
chiid wasie away because of 
asthma. We have become ac- 
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customed to the ravages of polio 
and diphtheria and other well- 
known scourges, but asthma 
somehow never seemed like a 
critical disease. Yet here we 
saw before our eyes what was 
happening in One such case, 
which doctors were unable to 
cure. 

And then one day Ada bid us 
goodbye. She was off to the Jew- 
ish National Home for Asthmatic 
Children in Denver. My daughter 
and she exchanged letters from 
time to time, and we gathered 
she was well, happy, and ap- 
parently on the road to recov- 
ery, Little wonder then, that one 
of my first free momenis on this 
visit to Denver is utilized to 


visit the Home. 

I HAD conjured up a mental 
image of an institution in the 
old-fashioned sense of the word: 
dormitories with rows of beds; 
of children; 


regimentation the 


strict disciplinarians —in_ short 
a modified prison, benevolently 
but autocratically administered 


for the best interest of the chil- 
dren’s health. I prepared to argue 
my case vigorously for the right 
to visit one of the inmates, since 
I had just come from her home 
in Israel, 

Reality was quite different. A 
visitor? I was directed to Ada’s 
cottage and was left with all my 
prepared, indignant protests, un- 


used. She seemed genuinely 
pleased to see someone from 
Haifa, and proudly showed me} 
about her home, She bubbled ! 
with enthusiasm. Asthma? No, 
that seemed to be completely 
cured, and she was. confident 


that it was gone for good. 

It was then that I learned that 
the much vaunted Denver air, 
the rare atmosphere of the 
mountains, played only a small 
part in this and other apparently 
miraculous cures which have 
been effecied at the Home. While 
it is true that there are physical 
bases for asthma, most of the 
“incurable” cases come to the 
Home are caused by mental fac- 








-\—— tors which can be cured by psy- 
al chology and psychiatry. 
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operation, actively, not mere pas- 
sive acceptance of treatment. | 
was surprised to have Ada tell 
me, in a most matter of fact way, 
that she had been getting psy- 
chological treatment. It was 
nothing to be ashamed of, any 
more than taking pills. 


Removal of the child from its 
home environment is also a vital 
factor. Well- meaning parents 
may not cause the disease, but 
in their carelessness they fre- 
quently intensify it and are re- 
sponsible for the emotional fac- 
tors which make asthma _ non- 
responsive to even the best medi- 
cation. In some cases the ab- 
sence of papa and mama brings 
about immediate cure. Once the 
child has the confidence of being 
well and once he is made to real- 
ize the emotional nature of his 
ailment, he can conquer it. In a 
sense, these youngsters become 
young psychiatrisis, trained to 
treat themselves, 


Ada told me of their normal 
life. She is a member of the 
B'nai B'rith Girls chapter in 
Denver. She and her friends go 
to the movies, go shopping down- 
town, have dates, go to the pub- 
lic school in the neighborhood, 
engage in sports, play pranks— 
in short, act like normal kids. 
Though the Home is supported 
by money from Jews, a large 
number of the residents are not 
Jewish, and I saw severai col- 
ored children. There are five or 
six Israeli children.

Parents 
who can so afford may con-

NEW YORK (NJP) — Two 
Jewish Brooklyn. College ath- 
letic instructors, who charge 


that they have been unfairly de- 
prived of promotions, will hale 
the New York City Board of 


Court of Appeals next month in 
a “fight against discrimination.” 


MORRIS “TUBBY” RASKIN 
of Brooklyn and Arthur Musi- 
cant of Merrick have brought 
suit to compel the Board to pro- 
mote them from “instructor” to 
“assistant professor” with ap- 
propriate back pay. 

The two lost their first trial 
in the State Supreme Court. 

A blanket denial of bias was 
given by attorneys for the Board 
of Higher Education. 

Their answer, supported by an 
affidavit from Brooklyn College 
president Harry Gideonse, as- 
serts that there was no “malice, 
bias, discrimination or favor- 
itism,” and alleges there was no 
“arbitrariness.” 


“OBVIOUS discrimination has 
been practiced,” claim Zelman 
and Zelman, attorneys for Ras- 
kin and Musicant. 

They protest that colleagues 
with less seniority and prestige 
have been’ granted increased 
status and salary increments, 
while denying promotion to Ras- 
kin and Musicant.

The Justice openly criticized 
the promotion of the Gentile in- 
structors to assistant profes- 
sors. 

“There is much in this record 
to arrest the court's attention 
as to the wisdom and integrity 
of these appointments,” Justice 
Tilzer said. 

In addition to promotion to 
assistant professor, Raskin and 
Musicant are asking the court 
for “appropriate back pay com- 
mencing from such dates as 
other instructors who haqd less 
seniority were appointed as- 
sistant professors.”

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ALIYA AND ZIONISM 


NO AMERICAN JEW with common sense will argue 
against the statement made by Dr. Miriam Freund, presi- 
dent of Hadassah, when, in speaking before her organiza- 
tion’s convention, she declared that “we do not agree with 
those who postulate that Zionism is an ideology which 
compels its adherents to leave the land of their birth and 
to settle in Israel.” 

She asserted that Zionism “is a much larger concept 
. . . it enhances Israel as the fountainhead of Jewish cul- 
ture and religion . . . each Jewish community must build 
a rooted Jewish life in the land of its political allegiance.” 

In rare good English she expressed precisely the con- 
cept of Zionism in the diaspora as far as it concerns aliya 
—immigration to Israel. 


BUT IT IS NO COINCIDENCE that even the Ameri- 
can Council fer Judaism would not take exception to this 
formulation. The Hadassah president says that Israel is 
“the” fountainhead, and the Council view would be to aliya 
that Israel is “a” fountainhead. Otherwise, the Hadassah 
attitude does no violence to that of the Council. 

This kind of presentation satisfies the needs of both 
Jewish communities—except one. That is the need of Is- 
rael for Americans to participate in the upbuilding of the 
land. 


THE VIEWS of Hadassah, which are in this instance 
the views also of every American Zionist leader who finds 
himself not going to Israel, are the negative of the proposi- 
tion. What, may we ask, are the positive views of Ha- 
dassah toward aliya of American Jews to Israel? 

From this standpoint, the position is a little bit more 
difficult to justify. And even if stated so that Hadassah 
won't be split asunder by it, what, if anything, is Hadassah 
doing about aliya to Israel from the United States? 


NORTHERN JEWS WORSE 


THE STATEMENT is not new that Jews in the North 
show no more sympathy and understanding and brother- 
hood toward the Negro than do the Jews of the South. 

Alexander F. Miller, national director of the Anti- 
Defamation League’s community service division said last 
week (NJP, Oct. 25) that “many Jews (of the North) re- 
act to desegregation in the same frightened, fearful, timid 
way as many Southern Jews .. .” 

As human beings, Jews will react like other people. 
They show the same prejudices as their neighbors. This 
despite their own horrible experiences with intolerance. 


A NEWS STORY from Detroit recently described the 
successful way in which Jews had been made to greet 
Negroes moving into their neighborhoods. This report rings 
untrue to anyone at all familiar with what is happening 
in that city, because Jews are moving to the suburbs in 
droves. 

When you pause to consider it, the guilt of the North- 
ern Jew who runs to a new neighborhood because a Negro 
family moves in is greater than that of the Southern Jew 
who sides with segregation or seemingly does so. The 
Southern Jew is under constant threat of economic penalty 
from his non-Jewish white friends. The Northern Jew is 
running away only because he fears living near Negroes. 


THIS IS, OF COURSE, a matter of education, but if 
centuries of oppression have not seared into the Jewish 
psyche the need for understanding of the plight of the op- 
pressed, all the exhortatory messages in the world will 
help very little. 

When the American Jew is really Jewish and is guided 
by Jewish values then he will welcome the man whose 
skin is of a different color and judge him as he wants the 
Jew to be judged. The disgraceful action of some, not 
all, Northern Jews, is another indication of the low estate 
to which Judaism has fallen in our day. 


PITY THE MISSIONARIES 


THE MISSIONARIES who are seeking to win Jewish , 
converts to Christianity have our sympathy. 

By now there very likely are more non-Jewish people 
who are converting te Judaism each year than there are 
Jews who leave the fold for one of the Christian denomi- 
nations. 

In time, if Jews should decide to proselytize, the 
chances are that tens of thousands of non-Jews could be 
won over to Judaism. 

The era when any campaign to convert Jews to Chris- 
tianity could have been successful has passed. In a day 
gone by fortunately, the Christians could always point to 
prominent Jews who had been won away from Judaism, 
but by now, thel opposite seems to be true. Assimilation 
is not a major concern today. 


AS THE JEWISH GROUP matures and gain more 
self-respect the fine values of Jewish life and the high 
moral values of Judaism will become common knowledge. 
If at that time, the Jewish group in the United States 
should decide to seek converts, it should have little dif- 
ficulty in attracting large numbers. 

Those who know Jewish history can recall the time 
when non-Jews, in the early days of Christianity, were 
forbidden to work for Jews because so many of them, 
learning of Judaism’s virtues, had converted to Judaism, 
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SOMETIMES YOU MEET a person for 
the first time and although you haven't 
spoken to him for five minutes, you immedi- 
ately like him and feel as if you’ve known 
him for years. 

Such was the feeling we had when we 
were introduced to Edwin Samuel who teaches 
political science at the Hebrew University, 
and who was guest speaker in our city in be- 
half of that institution. 

We've tried to figure out why we liked 
him so much. 

He is in a sense and to a degree a news- 
paperman, since he is one of the five mem- 
bers of the board of governors of The Jew- 
ish Chronicle of London, which his great- 
uncle founded over 100 years ago. 


HE DOES A LOT of writing, mostly of 
a serious nature, but is having a book of 
short stories published next month by Abel- 
ard-Schuman in New York. We should say, 
to be accurate, that the book was published 
earlier this year in London but received such 
fine notices and ready sale that it will now 
come out in an American edition. 

He is an illustrious son of an illustrious 
man. His father is Lord Samuel, the first 
British High Commissioner for Palestine, who 
even now is a Liberal leader in the House 
of Lords. Fighting in Palestine with the 
British Legion, under Allenby, Sir Edwin 
commanded the Jewish Brigade among whose 
members were Ben-Gurion and Ben-Zvi. He 
is one of Israel’s leading civil servants and 
has played a responsible part in developing 
the fine civil service that the new State boasts. 


IT OCCURRED TO US that perhaps the 
reason we liked him so much was because 


he was the reality of the kind of man we 
would have liked to have been. Big and 


handsome, with a slow British accent, and 
with no ostentation of any kind, he is crea- 
tive in a large way. 

We hit it off well, as the British would 
say. We hope we run into him again before 
he returns to Israel for the opening of the 
new semester of Hebrew University later this 
month. In England, on his way home, he'll 
attend the diamond anniversary of his par- 
ents, which most certainly will be an out- 
standing affair in the British Jewish com- 
munity. 

FOR HIS TALK HERE, Mr. Samuel ad- 
dressed an audience of about 20 people, rais- 
ing $25,000 for his school. He makes no pre- 
tense =! heing a fund-raiser, a task we know 
he must detes!. He gave a straight-forward 
account of the new campus at Givath Ram, 
and the importance of Hebrew University in 
the life of Israel.

When we were in Toronto about six or 
seven years ago, Ben Sugarman took us to a 
reception for Dr. E. L. Sukenik, the famous 
Jewish archaeolegist. Although it was a bit- 
terly cold night, with the snow piled up three 
and four feet in the streets, yet the gracious 
home where the famous archaeologist was 
staying, was thronged with people who came 
to greet him. 

Yet here was a leading figure of the Is- 
rael government visiting our community, a 
man who has a place in history, whom we're 
sure hundreds of our co-Jewish citizens would 
have been delighted to meet. Yet because he 
was raising funds, he met only a handful, and 
left our city almost like a person who stole 
in and then stole out again. 

This, of course, is how fund-raising has 
degraded United States Jewish life.

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In Thy Seed Shall All the 
Families of Earth Be Blessed

Paradise lost, man must find his salva- 
tion on earth. Abraham accepts the cail to 
convert souls; that is to lead them from the 
worship of idols, low and fragmentary values, 
to the acceptance of the sovereignty of the 
One True God. The fact is clear that Abram 

“cosa is a missionary and seems 
to be more pleased with the 
souls which he- has gotten 
than with all his flocks and 
his herds. 

WHY THEN is it that 
we are not a _ missiorfary 
folk? We have no depart- 
ment of home missions or 
foreign missions. We_ set 
aside no part of the con- 
Rabbi Weinstein pgregational budget for the 
task of bringing into the light those whose 
lives are cast in the darkness of unbelief or 
the semi-darkness of heretical belief. 

Two lines of reasoning are generally of- 
fered ag answer. One is that we lack the 
driving compulsion of the “true” believer. 
The true believer—the Catholic or the more 
primitive Protestants—are dogmatically cer- 
tain that the heretic and the infidel are doomed 
to eternal perdition if they do not accept the 
saving truth. 

THE JEW, on the other hand, has al- 
ways belicved that the good Gentile—that is 
a Gentile who practiced the natural religion 
summarized in the seven commandments given 
te the descendants ef Noah: Prohibition of 
blasphemy, idolatry, incest, bloodshed, rob- 
bery, eating of flesh cut from a living ani- 
mal, and the positive establishment of courts 
of justice—such a Gentile would be entitled 
to his portion in the world to come. Who 
will encompass the seven seas and go up and 
down in the land to convert heathen, when 
they can come by “natural religion” so readily? 


A SECOND LINE of reasoning is of a 
more realistic bent. It calls attention to the 
fact that from the establishment of Chris- 
tianity as the state religion of the Roman 
empire until the very end of the Middle Ages, 
Judaic proselytizing was an offense punish- 
able by death. The Jewish community, there- 
fore, in self-defense discouraged conversion 
and Rabbis, fearful of agent provocateurs, 
put prospective converts through a very dis- 
couraging screening process—a pattern which 
prevails in Orthodoxy to this day. 

Somehow, these explanations do not quite 
tell the whole story. The fact ig that it is

very difficult to separate Judaism from the 
Jewish people. Ours is not a creedal re- 
ligion. We can recite the Shema and the 
Veahavta and the Ten Commandments and 
add the Golden Rule and Micah’s “What does 
the Lord require of thee .. .” and it still 
does not add up to Judaism. Our religion is 
a way of life, a way of life in community, 
really. It is mitzva-centered: The profes- 
sion in the deed and the deed in the profes- 
sion. There is no satisfactory way of ex- 
tracting the essence of this religion of works 
and turning it into a confession of faith 
without doing violence to its true nature. For 
this reason, Judaism is not exportable. 


THIS DOES NOT MEAN that we cannot 
have a mission, a personal and a collective 
vocation. We can be missionaries by ex- 
‘ample. We can so act that our deeds will 
lure men by the noble thrusting on of ex- 
ample. We can develop a character both in- 
dividually and as a people that will penetrate 
an environment as sunshine radiates the soil 
The yoke of Torah is fundamentally the ob- 
ligation to enlarge and refine the instinct for 
survival into the steady fervor to live as 4 
mature man in a just society. How propheti¢ 
and profound was that promise made te the 
first Jew, Abram: “In thee (thy seed, say 
the commentators) shall all the families of 
earth be blessed.” 
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Orthodox Judaism Builds Character, 
Not Designed for Flabby Weaklings 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
Norman I. Saunders’ venting 
his spleen about your publishing 
opposite views interpreting Ju- 
daism, should not deter you from 
continuing to do so. Airing these 
opposing views is healthy. 

To live the life of an Orthodox 
Jew in accordance with the Di- 
vine Laws of Moses, is not al- 
ways an easy task; in many 
respects it is a great hardship, 
particularly so when living in 
a Christian world. 

We have our problems with 
kashrut and teaching our help 
how to perform the task. We 
cannot eat where and what we 
want; we cannot work, play, at- 
tend to our business and engage 
indiscriminately in other plea- 
sures of the fleshaon the Sabbath 
or on many other Jewish holi- 
days. We must fast on Yom Kip- 
per. We are deprived of stop- 
ping at some of the most desir- 
able hotels, join in some of the 
best clubs, partaking of food 
at banquets because of kashrut. 
Our wives, too, have their strict 
religious observances and numer- 
ous prohibitions. Our children 
also encounter handicaps in their 
early school days, at college and 
in later years, in their business 
and professional _ lives. 


THE QUESTION remains, “are 
these sacrifices worth while?” 
The answer is YES. Basic Ortho- 
dox Jewish living is worth the 
price we pay through sacrificing 
many of the pleasures. Take the 
Sabbath, for example, one of 
the sturdiest pillars of Orthodox 
Judaism. The non-observer un- 
dermines his life and health by 
working and fretting in his busi- 
ness or profession while the Or- 
thodox Jew is at peace with ‘the 
world. He leisurely attends syna- 
gogue in a_ spiritual environ- 
ment in prayer thanking the 
Almighty for all the bounties 
and blessings. 

He no doubt absorbs the wis- 
dom of the rabbi’s sermons, who 
teaches us how to behave toward 
God and man. On his arrival 
home, he makes his “kiddush” 
partakes of his Shabbos meal 
with his family in peace, sings 
his “zmiros’, says grace, and 
completes his Lord’s day in an 
atmosphere of meditation and 
relaxation. This Orthodox reli- 
gious procedure is usally fol- 
lowed on all other Jewish holi- 
days; a practice that adds cul- 
ture and inspiration to the entire 
family and years to a fruitful 
life, 


ABOVE AND BEYOND these 
advantages of being an Orthodox 
Torah-Jew, there is one that 
supersedes them all, “character 
development” brought about by 
the numerous personal sacrifices 
and self-denial in the practicing 
Orthodox Judaism. These prac- 
tices of self-denial have the ten- 
dency to develop mental and 
spiritual strength. It is the ada- 
Mant characteristic of self-de- 
nial; self-discipline,  self-sacri- 
fice, of the Jew that has per- 


.frightens 








petuated Jewry throughout the 
ages. It has overcome pogroms, 
persecutions, drab lives in the 
ghettos, and in the galut, — 
While other people and nations 
in freedom disappeared from the 
earth, 

It is comparatively easy to be 
a flabby weakling, indulging in- 
discriminately in the will of the 
flesh, — but if you desire to 
develop a strong body, you must 





exercise, not only the body mus- 
cles and self restraint, you must 
eat and sleep regularly and sensi- 
bly. You cannot be a playboy and 
be strong of body. Orthodox Tor- 
ah-Judaism is based on the same 
principle. What is true of the 
body is also true of the spiritual 
and cultural life of Orthodox 
Torah-Judaism.

There IS a ‘Jewish Vote’;

THERE WAS a convention of 
ostriches. After a score of the 
birds had assembled and each 
one had-stuck its head in the 
sand, a late arrival looked 
around and stated, “There is 
nobody here as yet,” and stuck 
its head in the sand.

Apparently you too believe, os- 
trich-like, that when you stick 
your head in the sand you dis- 
cover an effective hiding place 
for your thoughts or problems. 

The question of the Jewish 
vote is an old bogy which 
the Jews of the 
trembling order, like the Council 
of Judaism and people of sim- 
ilar mentality. You apparently 
believe that when you deny even 
the obvious your denial] will be 
accepted as a “kosher coin.” It 
seems that you fear the reaction 
of non-Jews to the question of 
a Jewish vote and you believe 
these non-Jews so credulous as 
to accept your denial as bona 
fide, 


YOU YOURSELF state in your 
editorial, ‘Most certainly on 
many occasions, especially when 
there is a_ principle involved 
there is and should be a Jew- 
ish vote.” Well, how about it? 
Can you have it both ways? 

The fact is that realistic poli- 
ticians have all along accepted 
as practical politics the need to 
consider the racial origin, the 
Feligion and the political appeal 
of candidates and issues to vari- 
ous groups of the citizenry. In 
New York State, for instance, it 
became an accepted policy to 
pick the top candidates for State 
offices from all three religions 
and various racial origins. To 
deny this is flying in the face of 
reality. Of course there is noth- 
ing wrong in a Jewish vote, 
just as there is nothing wrong 
in a farm, labor, or business- 
man’s vote or in an Irish or 
Italian, Polish or Negro vote, 
wherever they exist, and they 
certainly do exist. 

The final paragraph of your 
editorial is particularly disturb- 
ing as it deals slightingly with 
a personality of no mean stat- 
ure. You speak of “a certain 
Bernard Katzen” and his “offen- 
sive” activities in past national 
elections. I do not know to what 
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you refer as you operate with in- 
nuendos without specifying 
your accusations, except to say 
that his releases to Jewish news- 
papers in behalf of the Republi- 
can Party and its candidates 
were offensive to your sensi- 
bilities. 

YOU MAY HAVE pro liking for 
the candidates or the Republi- 


can Party but they certainly | 


have a right to a fair hearing 
ang the presentation of their 
views and program. To question 
this is to undermine the very 
foundations of our democracy. 
You may differ with Mr. Katzen 
and his Republicanism but the 
smear is deplorable. 

It cannot be that it has es- 
caped your attention that it is 
the same: Mr. Katzen who was 
honored by the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America at its recent 
convention and acclaimed by the 
Jewish Press and by the Jewish 
public generally for bringing 
about a program of support for 
Jewish culture in Israel by the 
United States Government to 
the amount of 7,000,000 Israeli 
pcunds.
